a.. The Commission was constituted by proper authority and 
had .jurisdiction' of the accused’and of the offenses alleged." It is 
noted that the defendant ICira was not -present when the Commission 
met on 14 July 1947 (R.‘ 31) and did not return to court until ..the' 
Commission met on 16 July 1947 (Rj 43).. However, as the prosecution 
merely presented affidavit’s to the court during his’ absence, and the 
defense stated that Eira was' aware of their contents insofar as they 
affected him and made no objection to continuing the trial,'the' 
accused Eira cannot be .said to have been prejudiced thereby* 


The accused were given a fair trial; were a“bly defended,

The acc.used was sentenced to. confinement at hard 
labor for five years. The sentence is legal and, as there are no ' 
mitigating circumstances in this matter, it is recommended that the 
sentence be approved. In consonance with present; policy and due to 
the length of time the accused has been in confinement, it is 
further recommended that thirteen and one-half months of the sen¬ 
tence be remitted. 
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(b) As to the accused Kira : The recommendation for clemency 
signed by the ’ president-law member and one other of the Commission 
that tried the accused, as well as the brief supporting the defense 
motion for modification of the sentence, has been read and carefully 
considered* Th,e accused,has been, convicted of-only two specifi¬ 
cations^ both concerning physical abuse of PWs, and the injuries . 
testified to b;r the /prosecution witnesses were transitory in nature. 
The sentence is legal, but considering all the surrounding circum¬ 
stances, it is recommended that the sentence be reduced to five . 
years, and tlxatlin consonance with present policy, due to the .length 
of time the"’accused has been in confinement, sixteen and one-half 
months of the sentence be remitted. ' f.

'< With the alterations and exceptions noted hereinabove (par 5(f)), « 
the findings of the Commission should be approved. The accused was 
sentenced to confinement at hard labor for eighteen years, for of¬ 
fenses of personally mistreating prisoners of war, permitting mem¬ 
bers pf his command to mistreat PWs and the misuse of Re.d Cross 
blankets. Matters in his favor are contained in the'brief of the., 
.defense supporting the motion to modify the sentence. The' accused 
is fifty-one years of age and an eighteen-year sentence might well 
be considered as a life sentence. The record indicates that 
Numajiri was neither malicious nor vicious in his actions, but . 
rather a commanding officer with little or no knowledge of how to 
command or carry out the duties for which he was responsible. 

Fifty percent of the Commission have recommended a sentence of 
seven years* It is recommended that the sentence, although legal, 
be reduced to eight yearsf and in consonance with .present' policy, 
due-to the. length of time -the accused has boon in confinement,, it 
is further recommended that- fifteen months of the sentence be 
remitted.

Eizumi received. a 5-yoar sontenco for conviction of two speq- 
ificationsy one of which involved multiple brutaliti&s .■ ..The sent¬ 
ence is appropriate and its approval is rocommondod. 

Kira participated in more than 20. separate cowardly beatings. v 
Although his intelligence was not of the grade of his commander, 
it does not appear that ho was unaware of the baseness of his acts. 

His nature was cruel and ho allowed it ,,full. roin,. "A 15-year .sent¬ 
ence is not excessive' and its approval is bdlieved 'to be proper. 

Neishi is in' the same category a.s Eizumi and it is recommended 
that his 5-year sentence be approved, 

Shinkae was convicted of a crime which does not justify im¬ 
prisonment in excess*of two years at hard labor as measured by 
the demands of the law and the sentences of commissions for like 
offenses.. Reduction to that term is recommended.. 

It is certain'to bo gratifying to the Supreme Commander for 
the'Allied Powers| the Commanding General, Eighth Army, and the 
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Commission trying this case that advisory. counsol for tho accy.sed 
was ablo to remark at tlio conclusion of th'o caso that he considered 
the hearing" t.p bo disinterested- and impartial (R. 317),
